Now for the main subject of the letter, Vlith whatever resources are at our 
command at the time, we intend to taake a big thing out of the coming fifth anni- 
versaiy of the assassination, centering on November, 21. 22, and 23, I plan for 
a big public prograra on the night of the 22nd, with a confinual round of radio 
and television interview shows organized for the researchers on all three days. 
And, of course, public petitioning, pasting, leafleting, etc. In short, with the 
anniversary upon us, and the trials of Hay C?) and Sirhan set to begin in Nov., 
v\re will make the most out of it. Ne will try to get backing for a new investi- 
gation from prominent people, we ivill arrange danonstrations wherever neccessary, 
and if oodsible, new evidence will be released through press conferences. And, 
for the' benefit of the researchers, we are trying to get eye.3cy.Qas here, and have 
a sort of private convention, with an exchange of information, 

I don’t have to tell you how difficult this all is in the Garrison era, 
what with all the squabbles etc., but I will do tbs best job possible^itsing, as 
I say, whatever resources are available. So, please consider being here then, 
(when we will make the greatest use ever of the media, I hope!), and try to 
keep those dates free|, weanivhile, kee-i well, and you vail be hearing from lae 
again very soon.
